Bill on Ocean Mail Subsidy 



Our Diplomacy Faulty. 



Kentuckian Declares Ship 
Subsidies Will not Bring 
Desired Results. 



(By associated press) 

[ Wasuington, D. C., Feb. 24. — 

I Vigorously opposing mail steam - 
ship^ubsidies. Representative Helm 
of Kentucky in a speech in the 
House today, declared that the 
United -States government was 
lieing converted into a gigantic 
pawnbroker's shop for the pur- 
pose of extending trade. He in- 
sisted that subsidies bad not built ! 
up the maritime interests of the 
United States. 

“I do not subscribe to that 
coitfse or policy that would con- 
vert this government into a gigan- 
tic pawnbrokers’ shop in order to 
acquire trade,” declared Mr. Helm 
“I do think we are materially im- 
proving our trade relations with 
Central and South America by at 
tempting to put men selected 4t 
Washington m controle of the 
governments of certain of these 
countries. In my opinion it will 
requite something more than sub- 
sidy to overcome the adverse feel- 
ing engendered by our present 
policy in that zone of the Western 
Hemisphere which should be * our 
best marlet. 

“I am apprehensive that the! 
good effects of former Secretary 
Root’s visit to the Central and 
South American republics, looking 
to closer and more cordial re- 
lationship with these governments 
has been largely discounted by our 
more recent domineering policy 
there. I fear some blunders and 
mistakes have been made. That 
quarter of the globe is on the eve 
of great developement from which 
I we are in position to reap some of j 
[the benefits, and I' surely believe 
Uh^^^^Root policy willvield us ' 
the" 

policy.’' 

Tariff raws, Mr. Helm declared, | 
had made the Uuited States a dear! 
mirket. ' j 

“It is unreasonable,” he added, i 
for us to expect the foreigner to 
p irchase in a protected market, 
where the seller insists on his 
profits that arise by operation of 
law, as it is to expect the individual • 
to do bis shopping at the h'gbest 
priced store in any locality. j 

■‘The report of the Commissioner 
of Navigation shows that we have 
t iree subsidized lines on the Car- 
libean route, and the full complete 
and final answer to all arguments 
in support of subsidy as a trade 
producer, is that notwithstanding 
these subsidized lines, our trade in 
that sphere has decreased instead 
of increased.” 

Mr. Helm concluded his remarks 
by declaring his opposition lo 
subsidy of any kind.

I-ARMI-.RS AT THE FRONT. 

The fairaer? in the big c<. untry 
of Graves have deterinioed that- 
they must have better road> The 
Fiscal Court has been unable to see 
how the work could bedone. owing 
to the country’s financial condition 
Last week a large delegation of 
farmers appeared before the court 
and submitted a plan for beginning 
in July the lx:lteruient of the 
I principal roads The court has 
adopted the plan and by next fall 
Graves county will have made a 
good s'art toward a system of im- 
proved highways. 

Briefly, the programme submit- 
ted bv the farmers is as tollows: 
The road hands, allowed by law, to 
take oue ot the county graders and 
grade the roads in the several 
magi.sterial districts; the county to 
lise the money that has l>een ex 
pended heretofore in grading and 
expend it in graveling the principal 
thoroughfares leading from ibt- 
coiinty seat to the county lines, the 
roads to be improved in the ordei 
of their importance; the farmers 
agree to haul the gravel at $i 50 a 
day, nine hours to constitute a da\ 
each farmer to supply a wagon with 
the capacity to haul a cubic yard 
of gravel at a load and to furnish 
team tnd driver, the county bear- 
ing the expense of digging and load 
ing the gravel; the farmers also 
agree to donate to the county any 
branch or creek gravel on their 
farms to be used for grading roads 
that pass by or through such 
farms. 

On a plan similar to this it is pos- 
sible for any country in the Statt 
to make a substantial beginning 
for a system ot good roads. I 
has worked to good effect in sonu 
of the Western Kentucky countiei 
it being possible thereby to mak* 
valuable improvements at a mini 
mum cost. No county is in sucl 
impoverished financial condition a 
to render it impossible to .start . 
modest scheme ot betterment, and 
one good road calls for another. 

Reports from Maj field say tha> 
the meeting of the farmers witl 
the Fiscal Court showed “the bes- 
and moitt enthusiastic interest on 
the part of the people for, goad 
roads ever demonstrated in May- 
field.” With such a spirit on tht 
-art of the farmer.<, who, of iail men 
-hould be most interested |in the 
•ubjret, there is reason to Lg^ievt 
hat Graves county will not long^ 
^jnlinue under the thraldom of bad |
